Food Problems.

It can be stated on the best authority 
that the Cabinet have not yet even begun 
to put into shape the proposals which will 
constitute their new attempt to secure a 
settlement of the Home Rule question. In 
view of recent failures and obvious diffi- 
culties, the matter calls for a good deal 
of examination and consideration, and 
these can only be given in such brief in- 
tervals as it is possible to snatch from 
the even more pressing business, in all its 
branches, of carrying on the war.

DUBLIN POTATO MARKET 
CLOSED...

The potato market in Dublin was closed vea- 
terday, and factors stated that they cannot 
resume business until the prices fixed by uhe 
Food Contreller are modified: Supplies in the 
hands of retailers can only last for a few days, 
and unless steps are taken by the authorities to 
deal with the situation Dublin will probably find 
itself potatoléss next week. Factots state that 
they cannot buy at the prices asked by farmers 
and merchants in the country and sell at the 
fixed legal price. One facior stated that he had 
received a letter from a merchant in the country 
stating that under a special Government permit 
certain merchants were entitled to pay £10 for 
" Up-to-Dates'” at present, and thai wiphout 
such a licence the Food Controllers price of £9 
could not be exceeded. The merchant offered to 
obtain such permit under a guarantee that the 
potatoes were for the use of the Government. 
Chere are some stocks in railway and other 
stores in the “ed but factors are not prepared 
to withdraw them, as they state that owing to 
freight and other charges they cannot sell ihem. 
Some of these supplies intended for seed pur- 
poses are, it is stated, finding their way. into 
shops for consumption. I 


THREE DUBLIN FACTORS 
SUMMONED. 

Three Dublin potato factors—Messrs. Jonkin- 
son, Cotter, and Lightfoot—were summoned in 
the Northern Divisional Police Court vesterday 
to answer charges of having sold potatoes to 
retailers at lis. 6d. per owt.. a price in excess 
of the maximum fixed by the Food Canrroiler. 

On the application of the defendants’ solicitor. 
the cases were adjourned. for three weeks, so 
that they might be heard with one which was 
last week adjourned for a month. 


PROSECUTION IN CORK. 


At the Cork Police Court yesterday Denis 
Sullivan and Patrick Hennessy, trading as the 
Farmers’ Sail Stores, 24 John street, were 
charged by District Inspector Swanzy that they, 
being wholesale potato merchanis, did unlaw- 
fuily sell potatoes on 12th inst. to Julia Cronin, 
# retailer, at a rate exceeding £10 10s. The de- 
fendants were also charged with six other 
breaches of the Order on different dates. 

Mr. F. Wynne, solicitor, defended. 

Juha Cronin, in reply to District Inspector 
Sweeney, swore that she bought 10 ewts. of 
potatoes from the Farmers’ Supply Stores, for 
which she paid £6. 

To Mr. Wynne—She was thankful to Mr. 
Sullivan for giving her the potatoes at that 
price. | 

Corroborative evidence having been given. 

Mr. Wynne said that Mr. Hennessy, having 
failed to get potatoes in the South, got them 
down from the North of Lreland simply for the 
purpose of supplying the power people, and pre< 
venting a famine of potatoes. 

The defendants’ manager, Wm: Lawton. 
awore they could not get potatoes from the 
farmers, and had to buy from dealera at 
£10 10s. a ton. If they closed their store, there 
would be'a potate famine in Cork. 

Mr. Starkie said the magistrates all agreed 
that thie was not a case for a penalty. It was 
a ease that should be brought to the notice of 
the proper anthorities. 

The eases were then dismissed without pre- 
judice, several of the magistrates expressing the 
opinion that Mr. Hennessy should thanked 
for his action. i 


THE SHORTAGE IN LONDON, 


Very few potatoes—fewer fhan on any day 
during the present crisis—arrived yesterday 
in the London market. In normal times, at 
this period of the year, anything from BÓ to 
100 trucks of potatoes arrive at King’s Cross 
daily, but yesterday very few arrived, and of these 
from eight to ten trucka were requisitioned for 
Army canteens.

FACING THE FOOD PROBLEM, 

For the first time since the Crimean War, 
says The Times, the price of bread in this 
country is to. be raised to a shilling for a 
four-pound loaf. We are not sure that the rea- 
sons assigned for the increase are quite con- 
viveing, but the higher price will, at least, 
- make the public more careful about the con- 
sumption of bread. The country has been led 
io concentrate ite attention upon meatless days 
and potatoiess days, and up to now has paid 
very insufficient attention to ‘the even more 
pressing question of bread. Meatless days are 
necessary enough, but a great deal more might 
be done to induce economy in bread consump- 
tion. If it is necessary to prescribe the num- 
ber of ounces of meat which may be consu ned 
ai a meal in a hotel, as undoubtedly it is, why 
not rigidly limit the bread also? We hear much 
about gluttony at meat, meals in restaurants, 
but nothing about the bread and cake and 
pastry eaten in teashops- The teashop requires 
scrutiny Just as much as the restaurant. One 
creat cause of excessive consumption is that 
many housewives have not yet understood that 
Lord Devonport’s ration. includes both bread 
and flour. With regard to the suggested police 
domiciliary visits where food is suspected to be 
boarded, The Times says that the suggested 
Order touches every household in the land, and 
might easily become a cause of widespread 
irriiation. It would also conceivably be capable 
of serious abuse. 


THE REFERENDUM FOR 
IRELAND. 

“M.A., Dublin,” writes to The Times from 
Dublin to suggest the use of the referendum in 
Ircland as a safeguard against the “machine :” 
~For this purpose the four provinces should be 
taken as units, and on a petition signed by a 
vertain proportion of the electors in any pro- 
vinc) apy mew Act of the Irish Parliament 
shouid be referred to them, and should not 
apply to that province unless endorsed by such 
proportion of its electors as may be agreed 
upon. A further safeguard, ¢.y., for Belfast, 
must be found in the principle of “ Municipal 
Home Rule,” as developed of late years in cer- 
tain American States. ‘Safeguards of this demo- 
eratic type would, in my opinion, be more effec- 
tive than those imposed from above and outside 
by the existing Government of Ireland Act, and 
would certainly be far less wounding to na- 
sentiment. Nor is it likely that the 
referendum would be much used. The mere 
possibility of an appeal to it. would act as a 
restraint upon the Legislature, and the expense 
of setting its machinery in motion would pre- 
vert its facile abuse. This, it would seem, has 
i. -m the experience in those American States in 
which it bas been adopted.” 


THE ULSTER POSITION, 

Ulster, writes Mr. John Reid, of Belfast, in 
The Times, bas already made great sacrifices— 
she will make no more. Under these circum- 
stances, it appears to me that a much more 
pertinent question’ than “What is Ulster 
gong to do?” would be “What are the Na- 
tionalists going to do?” Concessions, you are 
well aware, they have made none ‘The result 
is an impaser, but Ulster was not the originator 
of the trouble.

CONDITIONS OF ENROLMENT. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, Director of 
National Service, has issued the following 


letter to the ‘Press ;— 
March 23rd. 

Sin,-As National Service Week begjns to- 
morrow, 1 should like to be allowed to make 
public a short statement in order to clear away 
some misunderstandings which appear stil] to 
exist with regard to the conditions of the 
appeal tor volunteers :— 

(1) The object of the general appeal for 
volunteers is to form a register of willing 
workers. The request is for men to sign a 
voluntary offer of serv as, so that they may be 
asked to undertake work of national im port- 
ance if they are wanted, and when they are 
wanted 

(2) After signing a form, the volunteer is 
asked to continue his present work until he 
is called up. It shouid specially be noted that 
he must pot give up his job and expect to be 
immediately used as a volunteer. 

(5) Everyone is. asked to enrol, because the 
men of military age who are required for the 
Army are of all types and belong to all trades 
und industries, and the men who are asked to 
take their places must be of equal variety. 

(4) Lhe sidhing of the evrolment form im- 
poses on the volunteer a mora! obligation to 
keep his promise: it does not involve him in 
any legal consequence, 

(5) if a volunteer is asked to undertake 
work at less pay than he is at present earning, 
thes will give him a right of appeal. Even it 
the Appeal Tribunal should hold him to his 
undertaking, no penalty will be visited upon

Slightly. pushed back 
at first, our troops immediately counter- 
attacked with vigour, and sueceeded in ‘driving 
back the enemy as far as Grand Seraucourt. 

The artillery duel has been rather lively be- 
tween the Somme and the Oise. To the south 
of the Oise fresh detachments have crossed the 
Ailette. There was an intermitient cannonade 
in this region. To the north of Soissons we 
have made further progress. 

It is confirmed that the attacks directed by 
the enemy on the Vregny Chivres front were 
violent. At one point alone the 
Germans flung an entire regiment against our 
troops. Two of our light infantry companies 
were cut off from the main body, but succeeded 
in extricating themselves after a fierce fight, 
and brought back some prisoners. The losses 
suffered by the enemy in these fruitless 
attempts were very heavy. 

Several surprise attacks to the north-west 
of Rheims, near Maison de Champagne and 
Avre Wood, and in the region of St. Mihiel, 
failed under our fire.

A Reuter’s New York telegram, dated Friday, 
savs :— ' 

Senator Root presided at a mass meeting 
which was held in Madison square Gardens 
yesterday evening under the auspices of over 
forty patriotic civil organisations. The audi- 
ence, numbering some 13,000 people, pledged 
itself to support President Wilson, and urged 
that there should be no. more delay on the part 
of the United States in entering the war. 

Mr. Root declared that the time had come tor 
the country vo act irrespective of party and 
partisanship. (Crowds cheered and waved flags 
at this statement.) 

Mr. Root, after declaring that if the Allies 
were not victorious there would be no peace or 
satiety tor tree democracies, said every Ameri- 
can—every true American heart—should re- 
spond with joy, in spite of sorrow, to the feeling 
that if we enter the war to do our part towaras 
bringing about victory, which is so important 
to us, we shall be fighting over again the battle 
ot American democracy, of the democracy of 
England, of the democraty of.

Mr. Hibben, President of -Princetown Uni- 
versity, said :—i am here as a pacifist.

HOW THE TSAR WAS 
ARRESTED. -

POWERS RECOGNISE NEW 
GOVERNMENT. 

The new Government sent four Commissioners 
to Mohileff to execute the arrest of the 
Tsar, says a Reuter’s Petrograd telegram. 
They were received by General Alexeiff, Chief 
of the General Staff, io whom they showed their 
mandate. The arrival of thes Commissioners 
caused no excitement at Headquarters. — 

The ex-T'sar was already in the Imperial train, 
where the Dowager Empress bade him farewell. 
Various formalities oceupied about an hour, and 
then the carriage of the Commissioners was con- 
nected with the Imperial train, Admiral Niloff 
wished to travel with the ex-Tsar, but the Com- 
missioners refused to allow this. . 

During the journey the Commissioners did not 
see the ex-Tsar, who did not leave his carriage. 

The train consisted of ten carriages, of which 
the fourth contained the suite, including the 
Court Marshal, Prince Dolgoroukoff, General 
Naryshkin, and the Duke of Leuchtenberg, who 
is aide-de-camp to the ex-Tsar. The fifth car- 
riage contained the Imperial sleeping apart- 
ments, and the sixth the sitting and dining 
rooms. The Commissioners «were in the last 
carriage. A large and silent crowd witnessed 
the departure of the train from Mohilef. A 
group of officers bade farewell to the ex-Tsar at 
the station. ' : i 

According to one account, the ex- Tsar was in- 
formed of the arrival of the Commissioners by 
General Alexieff. He replied: ' 1 am ready to 
go anywhere and submit to any decision. 

The Commissionets had no interview with the 
ex-Tsar himself. The ex-Tsar was awakened at 
nine o'clock in the morning, when the train 
reached the station of Susasino, At about ten 
he eniered the dining saloon and invited his 
suite to take their morning ccffee with him. 
He conversed with them for about an hour, and 
then bade farewell tu thom and the servants, 
kissing them all. The servants kissed him on 
the shoulder. —: ae

By that time the train was slowin 
approaching the Imperial pavilion. The ex-Tsar 
stepped out of the carriage calmly, lookin 
rather hagzard. He wore, the “ acherkeska 
or flowing uniform of the 6th Kuban Cossack 
Battalion, a black busby. a purple muffler on 
his shoulders, a Cossack dagger and belt, and 
the Order of Bt. George. 

Accompanied by Prince Dolgoroukoff, he 
walked to the motor car which was watting. 
The commander of the Tsarskoe Selo station 
met the train. None of the outside public was 
present.

(5) The amounts hereby awarded are to he 
taken mto account in the caleulation of pay- 
ment for overtime or night duty, or for work 
on Sundays and holidays, but they aré not 
otherwise to apply to or affect present time 
rates, premium bonus rates, or piece-work 
prices, and are not to be taken into account as 
part of the rates for the purpose of fixing new 
piece-work prices or premium bonus rates.

COAL AND SUGAR 


THE WOLFHILL RAILWAY. 


PROPOSED IRISH SUGAR 
COMMITTEE, 


PRICES OF BACON AND 
BUTTER, : 

Mr. J. M. Henderson, on the motion to go 
inte Committee on the Civil Service Esti- 
mates, in the House of Commons yester- 
day, moved a resolution urging the issue 
to local authorities of regulations 
authorising the establishment of depéts 
for the sale and delivery of coal, sugar, 
and other necessities. 

Mr. John O'Connor thanked the Chief Secre- 
tary for his efforts to secure the con: 
Struction of a railway from Wolfhill to 
Athy. At present, he said, 80 tons of 
coal per day were raised at Wolfhill, but 
on the completion of the railway they 
would raise 1,000 tons per day. He sug- 
gested that of the soldiers at the Curragh 
1,000 should be lent for the purpose of 
making the railway. 

Mr. Roberts said that he would convey 

. Mr. O’Connor’s suggestion to the proper 
quarter, 

Mr. Lundon said that the Nationalist Party 
had asked that there should be a Com: 
mission to fix the price of. coal, They 
asked also that a Sugar Committee 
should be set up for Ireland. He called 
attention also to the fixing of the prices 
of Irish butter and bacon in England, 
and urged that Irish interests should be 
consulted on such subjects. 

Captain Bathurst, in reply, said that the 
Food Control Department was by me 
means satisfied that it was desirable to 
separate Ireland from Great Britain in 
the matter of sugar control. Ireland had 
received a generous supply of sugar, but 
there appeared to be difficulties in the 
way of distribution. The matter, how: 
ever, was open to consideration. Irish 
interests were being carefully watched. 
Henderson's resolution was negatived 
without a division,

TEA PRICES. 

Captain BATHURST stated, in reply to Mr. 
W. Thorne, that the quantity of tea in bond on 
March 1, 1917, was 93,624,000Ib. It appeared 
that the average prices realised by importers at 
tea auctions during the four weeks ending March 
3, for Indian tea were ls. 3d. to 1s, 4d. per Ib., 
and for Ceylon tea 1s. 3)d. to 1s. 54d. The 
amount withdrawn from bond during the year 
ending February 28, 1917, was 385,372,647ib. 
The importation of China and other foreign teas 
was prohibited with the object of economising 
tonnage. The arrangements for the lower sell- 
ing price of tea would come into force on May 
|. It was necessary to allow this interval, in 
which dealers might clear their present stocks, 
which had been bought at the higher price. 
The Food Controller stood for the mterests of 
consumers, and allowed no trade considerations 
to prevail unduly against such interests. He 
had no knowledge of any undue speculation in 
tea, and had taken such action as would put a 
stop to any ‘possibility of it. 

POTATO SUPPLIES. 

Captain BATHURST informed Mr. W. Thorne 
that no statistics were available as to the loss 
of potatoes owing to frost, but there was no 
doubt that such loss had been considerable. It 
appeared that many farmers, in covering in 
their potato clamp did not foresee the unusual 
duration and severity of the frost. 

Mr. W. THORNE asked was the hon. 
gentleman aware that there was a deep-rooted 
conviction among consumers that the farmers 
had done this deliberately to bring about a 
shortage, in order to jump up the prices. 

Captain BATHURST said that, kuowitig the 
farming community as he did, 
believe that they were such fools. (Cheers.) If 
anything of that. sort happened it would involve 
greater loss to the farmers than to anyone else.

COAL AND FOOD SUPPLIES. 

On the motion that the House go into Com- 
mittee on the Civil Service Estimates, 

Mr. J. M. HENDERSON called attention to 
the complete want of organisation in arrangin 
for the supply to the genera! public of coal, 
sugar, and other domestic necessities, and he 
moved :— 

“That, in 4he opinion. of this House, the 
Government should issue regulations under 
the Defence of the Realm Act directing the 
local authorities throughout the country to 
establish depéts for the sale of, and de- 
livery of, coal, sugar, and other necessities.” 

He said that during the last severe winter 
poor people had suffered very great hardships 
through the want of proper organisation of a 
regular supply, and even poor people alone were 
not affected, as there was the case of an ex- 
Cabinet Minister who had to send his own 
motor car to fetch a sack of coal. (Laughter 
and cries of “ Name.”) He believed there was 
an ample margin of coal available. to provide 
for the domestic use of the people if properly 
distributed, and he advocated the setting up of 
depéts by the local authorities for the distribu- 
tion of coal. 

Mr. PRINGLE seconded the motion. He said 
that the case for a better organisation was over- 
whelming. The situation was growing increas- 
ingly serious, as in a short time there might be 
a ta in the supply of bread. It was the 
obvious duty of the Government to deal, without 
delay, with the question of distribution. « The

MR. O'CONNOR AND THE 


WOLFHILL RAILWAY. 


Mr. JOHN O'CONNOR expressed his sym- 
pathy with Mr, Henderson's motion, and said 
that he had to make an appeal to the Board 
of Trade. There was a great shortage of coal 
both in England and in Ireland. In reply, yea. 
terday, to a question he put to the Chief Secre- 
tary, he told him that the Government were 
going to make a railway from the main line at 
Athy to the colliery at Wolfhill, and to make 
it as a war measure. They were grateful to th 
Chief Secretary, who had himself visited the 
colliery, that being only one instance of his 
desire to show his practical sympathy with the 
cause Of Irish prosperity. At present 80 tona 
per day of coal were raised at Wolfhill. but 
with the railway they would raise 1,000: tons 
per day. (Hear, hear.) At present 20.000 tons 
a week were carried from England to Dublin 
and the coal from Wolfhill would relieve one. 
third of the shipping that was needed for its 
transport-—shipping which was greatly needed 
for other purposes. (Hear, hear.) The par- 
ticular suggestion he had to make was that of 
the 4,000 soldiers who were now at the Curragh 
and who were not supplying units. at the front, 
1,000 should be lent for the purpose of making 
the railway, as had been dene already at 
Grantham, If that was done the railway could 
be made in three or four weeks.

Mr. J. Hu heed Clark, on behalf of ee 
Citizens’ Association, said their object was ine 
ask the Council not to further increase “w 
rates, which were already sufficiently ir 
paralyse trade and industry generally, an a 
event any new industries from being — 
in the city. What the Citizens Association 
suggested was a drastic cutting down in every 
one of the spending departments of the ve 
poration. He mentioned the Municipal Cate 
shops as an example, for they were undoubtedly 
the source of a considerable loss to the rate- 
payers. The workshops were an injustice é 
the ratepayers and (to the workers outside. 
The men in the Municipal Workshops got pre 
ferential treatment which other workers who 
were really their masters did not receive. 
Then, again, the markets, with the exception 
of the Cattle market, were a source of loss, 
and they should not be so, seeing that they 
were a monopoly for the Corporation. Another 
colossal item in the expenditure was the sick 
pay. One department alone paid last year 
£1,240, and at that rate he would like to 
known what the aggregaie of all the depart- 
ments was. He did not believe that the 
workers in the employment of the Corporation 
were more liable to sickness or unemployment 
than those in other employments. and. there- 
fore, he saw no reason why euch a gigantic 
sum should be spent ig sick pay. Tf. the prin- 
ciple of '“ No work, no pay, which prevailed 
outside, were applied, that big item would 
quickly disappear. With regard to the de- 
mands of the North and South Dublin Umions, 
he knew the Corporation were debarred from 
interfering with the estimates of those bodies. 
What his Association suggested was that the 
Corporation should refuse the demands of the 
unions and send them back to be cut down, 
and, if need be, that the assistance of the 
Local Government Board be called in. The 
deputation asked the Corporation fearlessly to 
cut down without stint the expenditure that 
was proposed for the coming year. It might 
be suggested that the citizens might suffer in- 
convenience, but they were prepared to suffer 
inconvenience. 

Mr. Sidney Orr said there would be a con- 
tinuing loss of £16,000 a year on the rates 
until the devastated area was again a rate- 
paying concern. He believed that a claim had. 
been put in on behalf of the citizens for a sum 
to compensate the city for the loss, not only 
to the rates, but also for the damage done to 
the streets. He learned with some regret that 
the Government had come to the conclusion 
that the loss of rates was consequential, and 
he understood the question of damage to the 
streets had not yet been finally disposed of. 
He urged it was the duty of the Corporation, 
as well as of every responsible citizen, to see 
that every possible effort was made to ‘get the 
Government to do what was right, and he 
suggested that the Corporation should join 
hands with his Association in forming a strong 
deputation to wait on the Chief Secretary, and 
satisfy him that this was not a loss that should 
be put on the ratepayers. (Hear, hear.) 

Lord Mayor—We quite agree with you. 

Mr. Orr, continuing, pointed to the fact that 
the estimate of the Cleansing Committee 
amounted to £62,098 for the coming year. He 
submitted, having regard to the abnormal times 
in which they were living, that the Corporation 
should suspend as far as possible ail paving 
operations, building, ete., for. twelve months 
at least. In the alternative, he suggested out- 
side competition might well be invited, and he 
ventured to say the estimates they would re- 
ceive would be much below : 

Mr. H. M. Dockrell said, if the maintenance 
figure on housing were reduced, it would 
relieve the handicap on the rates. The Iveagh 
Market, he observed, involved a loss of practi- 
cally £1,300 a year. That was terrible, and he 
submitted some alteration ought to be made. 

Dr. Walsh, President of the Dublin Mercan- 
tile Association, appealed to the Council not to 
unduly press a willing horse, and to reduce the 
rates as low as was compatible with efficiency. 

Sir Patrick. Shortall said that every matter 
referred to by the spewkers had been deal 
with by the ‘Eimanes Committee. 


WORKMEN’S THREAT. 

Mr. Thomas Farren, on behalf of the Dublin 
Trades Council, said he had been seat there 
on a mission directly opposite to that of the 
other speakers. If the Council adopted the 
suggestion made by the Citizens’ Association 
there would be no employment given by the 
Dublin Corporation io the workingmen of the 
city. Uniess the working people got employ- 


{| ment so as to support their wives and children 


they were going to get food, and it was not 
the people who had most ney who” would 
get most of the food. If employment were not 
given there would be bread riots in Dublin 
very soon. 

Messrs. Thomas Lawlor and Daniel Magee 
spoke in the same strain. 

The Lord Mayor said the statemenis made 
by the deputations would be carefully coa- 
sidered. e purpose of the Council was pre- 
cisely the same as that of the deputations, 
He feared that within the next twelve months 

per cent. of the smail shops im the city 
would have to be closed in consequence of 
high rents and rates and taxes. He knew 
also that artisans and labourers were on the: 
verge of starvation owing to lack of employ- 
ment. He put it to the deputations—was it 
worth while to reduce the rates too much, and 
so place the Corporation in the position that 
they must disemploy a couple of hundred men ? 


ANXIETY OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
Sir Patrick Shortall moved the adoption of 
the report of the Finance Commitiee. It was 
with regret that the Committee found that the 
rates for the coming year must be somewhat 
increased. Were it not for the genuine desire 
shown by all the committees, and the further 
anxiety of the Finance Committee in cutiing 
down the estimates, the rates would, in his 
opinion, be increased by 3s. more in the &. 
The Finance Committee had another meeting 
on the previous day, and the besult of further 
examination was that they ducceeded in re- 
ducing the estimates by about £8,000. Like 
all other business establishments in these 
abnormal times, the expenses of the Corpora. 
tion were increased. For instatice, on the de- 
stroyéd area alone the ratepayers suifered a 
loss of income of £532;000-—that was £16,000 
immediate lose and £16,000 for next year, 
He regretted to say that, notwithstanding 
their persistent applications to the Govern- 
ment for compensation, their applications had 
been refused. Both the Richmond Asylum 
and the two unions showed substantial in- 
creases. For instance, the Richmond Asylum’s 
claim was £88,329—an imcrease of £11, 
last year. The North Dublin Union demanded 
£70,541, an increase of £4,846. South 
Dublin Union demand was £62,820, or an in- 
crease of £10,170 over last year’s amount. 
With regard to the police tax, they proposed 
only to provide 7jd. in the £ on the new 
valuation, instead of 8d. on the old, pending 
the result of the action against the Corpora- 
tion, which was being tried at the Four Courts, 
Thera were a lot of minor increases which, 
when added together, represented quite a 
large sum. Among these were such items as 
an additional charge on the rates for feeding 
of school children. Last year a sum of £2,000. 
was provided, with administration charges of 
£570: and this year they had to provide 
£4,150, and administration charges of £1,134, 
making a total of £5,284. He noted the ever- 
increasing charges for sick pay, and he trusted 
the recommendation with regard to that. in 
the report would be carried by the Council.

Sine, not trespass langely on your 
courtesy to reply to Mr. Bolion’s jetter in your 
issue of the 16th March. He misses the point 
altogether. Granting that his calculation of the 
administrative cost per cent. be correct, the 
point is that, if that percentage can be re- 
duced, it is the duty of those who have the 
power to effect the reduction. I have ascer- 
tained that the staff of the Representative 
Church Body consists of 16 male officials and 
three female, and I still maintain that this 
number is excessive. A considerable amount of 
work in connection with clerical stipends and 
superannuation is discharged by the various 
Diocesan Councils, and reaches the Representa- 
tive Church Body offices in a cut-and-dried 
form. rese Diocesan Councils perform a very 
considerable proportion of the work of ad- 
ministration óf the Church funds, and also a 
large share of the work of giebes’ administra- 
tion. The question is whether the work per- 
formed in the Representative Church Body 
offices requires the energies of a staff of nine- 
teen. My contention is that it does not, In 
spite of Mr. Bolton's denial I maintain that 
there is a connection between the amount cf 
work done in the secretarial departments of a 
railway system and that done in the Repre- 
sentative Church Body offices. A staff of twelve 
is sufficient in one case, while a staff of nine- 
teen is employed in the other, the work, as to 
amount, being similar in both cases. 

Mr. Bolton thinks that he has discovered a 
serious discrepancy in my statement as to the 
gross receipts as shown in the report to which 
he refers—viz., the inclusion of the balance 
brought forward. He ought to know that a 
balance brought forward is properly a receipt 
in the financial year in which it appears. The
